Mayor Harrison had not received Commis- 
sioner Carroll's resignation last night, but 
it will reach him through the mail this morn- 
ing. e Mayor had been informed, how- 
ever, that the resignation was forthcoming, 
and had nothing but compliments for the 
retiring official. 

“I am sorry- that Commissioner Carroll 
thinks it is necessary for him to retire, said 
Mayor Harrison, for during the two years 
he has served on the board I always have 
found him a high-minded and capable man. 
I have no criticism to make of his conduct. 
I am of the opinion that his resignation 
shows him to be possessed of a larger amount 
of public spirit than many of his critics have.

TAYLOR BACK 


KENTUCKY. 


Spends the Day in Frankfort and Then 


Goes to Louisville—Indictment 
Still Held Up. 


Louisville, Ky., April 29.—[ Special. ]—Gov- 
ernor W. S. Taylor came to Louisville from 
Frankfort this evening at 8 o' clock and went 
directly from the station to the Galt House, 
where he refused to see any political friends 
or newspaper men. He reached Frankfort 
this morning and spent most of the day in 
consultation with Dr. C. K. Wallace and 
other political friends before starting for 
this city. 

Governor Taylor was told by his friends 
that there was every reason to believe that 
an indictment had been returned: against 
him, but that it was being held up. They 
were confident. no warrant had been issued 
by Judge Cantrill for his arrest. 

Judge Cantrill will return to Frankfort to- 
morrow and preside at the Franklin Circuit 
Court when the Goebel assassination mat- 
ters are to be taken up. The grand jury will 
make its final report tomorrow and be dis- 
charged. The indictment againgt Governor 
Taylor charging him with being an acces- 
sory before the fact to the murder of Wiltlam 
Goebel was returned by the grand jury ten 
days 0. 

It 10 11 the possession of Judge Cantrill 
and will not be made public until he decides 
to do so. There are reasons for believing 
that the indictment will not be officially re- 
corded and a bench warrant issued until 
the Supreme Court decides the governorship 
case, which will be either May 14 or May 7. 
However, should Governor Taylor attempt 
to leave the State to return to Washington, 
it is the opinion that he will be instantly 
arrested. |

Hope of the Country Is in 
Bryan’s Party. 


Detroit, Mich.,. 
gree asserted in an interview today that 
the hope,of the people in this year’s general 
elections is in the Democratic party. The 
Governor has always hitherto been an in- 
dependent Republican. Speaking of the in- 
creasing power of trusts, Governor Pin- 
gree said: . 

„There is no use in hoping that the Re- 
publican party will do anything with them.“ 

Are you preparing to announce your 
withdrawal from the Republican party?” 
the Governor was asked. 

“There is no announcement about it. -I 
only say what I have saidallthe while. You 
haven't heard me say anything against the 
Democrats for some time. I believe that 
the hope of the people is in the Democratic 
party this fall.“ 

In the course of the interview Governor 
Pingree said: 

“I think that you will find that lots of 
voters who are not saying anything will 


come out next fall and vote for the Demo- 


cratic ticket. They know the Republican 
party will not do anything. There are hun- 
dreds of. who donot conscientiously 
feel that they can vote the Democratic ticket 
who will stay at home altogether. I predict 
that the vote next fall will be the smallest 
that we have had in years. 

There has been no more formal declaration 
of Governor Pingree’s intentions than con- 
‘tained in the foregoing interview. It would 
not be surprising if he either accepted the 
Democratic nomination or was nominated 


on an independent ticket and supported 


by the Democrats.

The supporters of Judge 
Carter are putting up full delegate tickets 
for every convention, and candidates for 
the Legislature and the Drainage board are 
coming out om the Carter ticket.

the Twelfth Ward are after the nomination 
for Senator in the Second District. E. S. 
Day has, been indorsed by the Carter club 
for Representative. Charles Gross acceded- 
to the requests of the Carter club in the 
Thirty-second Ward and became a candidate 
for Drainage Trustee. With the exception 
of one or two districts, nothing has been 
said, however, about candidates for county 
offices. It is generally conceded, though, 
that if the Carter, forces control the county 
convention some of the present incumbents 
will fail of renominations. 

Factional fights for committeeships amd 
organization control have become special 
features of the campaign in several wards. 
In the Eleventh the committeeship appears 
to dominate every other question. It is the 

contest intensified between the so-called 
Swift crowd that has held sway for six or 
eight years and the county machine element, 
but with a new and somewhat different 
alignment of forces than ever before. Will- 
lam J. Moxley, the butterine man, is up as 
the candidate of the machine, or Morrison- 
Watson-Colson faction, for committeeman. 
Holding adherence to Lorimer, he and his 
friends are supporting Judge Hanecy. The 
leaders on the other side, John J. Badenoch, 
‘the present committeeman; Thomas Sennott, 
John C. Spry, and General Fitz-Simons, are 
doing battle for Judge Carter and claim 
they will carry the ward. 


Bitter Fight in Twelfth. 

One of the bitte est contests is in the 
Twelfth Ward. The machine organization 
there, or rather that part of it controlled by 
Fred M. Blount, hopes to weaken Judge 
Carter’s chances by preventing him from 
getting a solid delegation in his own ward. 
According to Judge Carter's friends, all sorts 
of tricky schemes are being planned to carry 
the primaries against him. F. E. Coyne 
said that one scheme provided for quick 
voting at the opening of the polls by as many 
of the machine men as possible, and then an- 
noying the opposition ‘during the remainder 
of the afternoon with delays by challenging.

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Among other features of 
the south African war the 
new developments in the use 
of the heliograph are worth 
noticing. The idea of tele- 
graphing by means of flashes of sunlight first 
came into prominence during the Franco- 
Prussian war. The electric light was at once 
suggested to make the system independent 
of interference from clouds, but the difficulty 
of getting electricity in the fleld has thus 
far interfered with a successful combina- 
tion of the two inventions. In the present 
war the British have made some use of 
the electric searchlights from their ships for 
purposes of optical telegraphy, but sunlight 
i still their main reliance. A writer in the 

Engineering Magazine for May states that 
the ordinary range of the heliograph is fifty- 
five miles, but when the electric are light is 
used the range can be extended to 400 miles. 
The success with which the heliograph was 
used in communicating with the besieged 
garrisons of Ladysmith and Kimberley isa 
good demonstration of the progress made 
with this invention since 1870.

They declare that to elevate the tracks 
will mean the elevation also of the union 
ation and car shed and will cost them about 
$5,000,000. The expense to the railroads 
may be great, but the nuisance to the peo-

When a season of business 
activity comes, with its active demand and 
high prices, old works are enlarged and new 
ones are built. Then comes a pe of 
depression, during which the capacity of 
plants to produce is far beyond the ability 
of the impoverished market to consume. 
Many of the manufacturers reach the verge 
of bankruptcy. Then the hope arises that 
if competition can be eliminated can 
be avoided, The promoters appear upon 
the scene and offer consolidation as the 
remedy for industeiat ills. The mapufac- 

turers are offered enormous sums for their

plants, and the new industrial makes its 


appearance as a trust under the delusion 
that if a dozen or twenty invalids be tied 
together vitality will be infused thereby 
into the mass.” If such a consolidation is 
made on the eve of a period of activity like 
the present, then, seemingly, the — nos- 
trum is vindicated, 

Having explained why trusts come into 
existence, Mr. Carnegie says that compe- 
tition is hindered for a short time, but 
rarely, It ever, completely stifled. The 


| high profits of a combine tempt capital to 
I go into the business. Rival works are built, 


and the threat of the men who own them to 
reduce prices forces the combine to buy 
them out. No sooner is one rival disposed 
of than another appears. “Tle people 
may rest assured,” says Mr. Carnegie, 
“that neither in one article nor in another 
is it possible for any trust to exact exorbi- 
tant profits without thereby speedily under- 
mining its own foundations.” Attentior 
is invited to the trusts which have flourishe¢ 
and died, and the prediction is made that 
the prosperity of some of the gorgeous 
combines of today will be short-lived. 
This may be conceded. The Standard 
Oil company is the only one which has se- 
cured the monopoly of an article and re- 
tained it for any length of time. It cannot 
be said with positiveness that any of the 
other monopolistic concerns now in exist- 
ence will endure for many years. This is 
cold comfort for consumers who are pay- 
ing exorbitant prices to those concerns now. 
Mr. Carnegie says “ as for the result being 


an increase of price to the consumer beyond 


a brief period, there need be no fear.” The 
consumer has just cause for complaint 
when he is for six months, or a month 
even, at the mercy of one combine, let 
alone a score of them. 1 

Mr. Carnegie’s idea of “a Urie time 
may be too liberal a one to suit even the 
most long-suffering consumer. He wag a 
member of the steel rail pool which for a 
matter of twenty years stifled competition 
pay exorbitant 
prices. While a member of that pool Mr. 
Carnegie laid broad and deep the founda- 
tions of his fortune. When the time came 
that he could get along without the pool he 
quit it, but that day was a long time in 
coming. 

Mr. Carnegie is rich and philosophical. 
He is paying now exorbitant prices for the 
products of a few combines—such as rub- 
ber goods, for instance. But he has a 
large income and does not care. Men with 
smaller incomes do care. They wish pro- 
tection against the rapacity of trusts, no 
matter how brief may be their period of 
plundering. Mr. Carnegie’s assurances that 
prices will be lower after consumers have 
been cleaned out by the er- ye exces- 


sive prices for “a brief time will not 


reconcile consumers to the present situa- 
tion. Most consumers do not think so. 
much of “the danger ahead” from \trusts 
as of the excessive prices those trusts are 
charging now. 


A KNOTTY MISSION PROBLEM. 

One of the most interesting problems 
under discussion at the Ecumenical Mis- 
sion Conference in New York is that re- 
lating to the admission of converts who 
have several wives. It is a question 
that confronts Christian missionaries i 
every country where polygamy is 4 
established custom. There is no ques- 
tion but that qa church member who 
proceeds to take to himself a second 
wife should be dismissed from the church; | 
but how about the man who, while still a 
heathen, has married several wives, and | 
who becomes a convert to Christianity? 
He has acted in good faith and in accord- 
ance with the long-established customs of 
his country. His plural wives and their 
children are dependent upon him for sup- 
port, and it is evidently his duty to pro- 
‘vide for them. If he is compelled to turn 


away all but one wife, a serious wrong will 
evidently be inflicted upon the discarded 
women. On the other hand, can the Chris- 


tian church afford to harbor polygamists? 
Both sides of the problem have been ably 
presented in the mission conference. Mr.\ 
Sloan of London, Secretary of the China 
Inland Mission, held that the church was 
not called upon to take an inflexible position 
on this subject. He argued that Abraham 
and David each had several wives, that they 
were not condemned or rebuked because of 
this fact, and that God does not condemn the 
heathey in their darkness for doing what 
he permitted Abraham and David and other 
patriarchs to do. Mr. Laughlin, a Pres- 
byterian missionary in China, took the same 
position and added that there is nothing in 
the New Testament to keep a polygamist 


out of the church if polygamy is in accord 


with ustoms of the land. He neminded 
his ror that polygamy was practiced in 
the Christian church in apostolic times. 
These addresses were greeted with but 
slight applause, and the opposing speech of 
Mr. Speer, secretary of the Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions, was evidently 
more in favor among the auditors. Mr. 
Speer took the ground that “ the door of the 
Christian church has never been built high 
enough to let in polygamists.” He was in 
favor of letting the new converts come in, 
but they must leave their polygamy behind. 
In his opinion the sufferings of the discarded 
wives and children did not weigh against 


-the rights of the church. If polygamists 


were allowed to come in with their polygamy 
there would be no guarantee that it would 
not break up homes within the church as it 
does outside of it. He said the question 
was a moral one—that polygamy flings 
itself against the foundations of the Chris- 
tian faith—and that in its nature it could 
not be allowed under any pretext. 


Other speakers assured Mr. Speer that if 


he had lived in China and knew more about 
the conditions he would have more sym- 
pathy with the wives and children whom he 
wanted to see Gast off. Apparently the 
question is one involving fundamental prin- .

At the 
same time it is true that many drivers of 
automobiles run their vehicles at a higher 
rate of speed than is allowed by the ordi- 
nances. Particularly is this noticed in the 
parks, where also automobile drivers seem 
to pay little attention to the rights of pedes- 
trians and of the drivers of carriages drawn 
by horses. 

| In their own interest the automobile com- 
panies and private owners should see to it 
that, until horseless vehicles become more 
familiar, greater care is taken in their man- 
agement. Else public sentiment is likely to 
force the passage of ordinances governing 
the running of automobiles which, while 
perhaps at present necessary, may become 
burdensome after horseless vehicles become 
common. | 

It will be easier to prevent their passage 
in the first place than to secure their repeal 
at some time in the future. |

PUBLICITY FOR CORPORATIONS. 
The Illinois corporations act has a section 
reading; “If any certified statement or re- 
port made, or public notice given, by the 
officers of any corporation shall be false in 
any material representatien all the officers 
who shall have signed the same, knowing 
10 to be false, shall be jointly and severally 
liable for all damages arising therefrom.” 
The New Vork penal code has a provision 
which is not in the Illinois statutes, that— 
A director, officer, agent, or employé of any cor- 
poration or joint stock association who knowingly 
concurs in making or publishing any written re- 

t, exhibit, or statement of its bs sin or pe- 
cuniary condition, containing any terial state- 
ment which is false, is guilty of a misdemeanor. — 
No exception can be taken to either of 
these provisions. If the officers of a cor- 

ration make false reports, which, if fa- 


orable, induce investors to buy the stock of 


the company whose affairs they manage, 
or, if unfavorable, lead the holders of the 
stock to sell it at a lower price, then a fraud 
has been perpetrated. Those who com- 
mitted it should be forced to make good the 
damage they haye caused, and be punished 
criminally. An offense of this kind is much 
more serious than that of obtaining goods 
or money ‘under false pretenses, which is 
made a misdemeanor by the Illinois criminal 
e. | 
But it does not appear ta either the pro- 
vision in the Illinois corporations act or of 
the New York penal code*has ben of any 
special value. It is always difficult to prove 
that a “false statement” is “ material,” 
and that it was made knowingly.” There- 
fore those who invest in or speculate in the 
securities of the great industrial corpora- 
tions of this day must look for protection to 
the enforcement of measures ich shall 


insure better information as to the condition 


of those corporations. At present the in- 
vestors and speculators are at the mercy of 
the officers of the corporations. If those 
officers wish to manipulate the stock market 
they do not have necesarily to resort to 


written reports. Verbal statements—“ in- 


terviews are sufficient. 
The men who manage the affairs of cor- 
rations are the only source from whom 
y information as to their condition can 
be had. That was well enough in the day 


of small things. It will not answer now, 


when the stocks of corporations are so ex- 
tensively traded in and figure so largely in 
the wealth of the country. Better facilities 
for obtaining accurate information of the 
actual condition of corporations must be 
provided than those which exist now. There 
must be more publicity. 


THE METHODIST SPECIAL PROHIBITIONS. 
The Northwestern Christian Advocate, 


the organ of the Methodist Church in the 
West, pronounces in no uncertain manner 


upon the debates now going on concerning 
the prohibition of certain amusements 
among members of that denomination. The 
history of the specified prohibitions is brief. 
In 1872 dancing, playing at games of 
chance, attending theaters, horse races, 
circuses, and dancing parties, and patron- 
izing dancing schools were added to the 
prohibitions in the» discipline. The dis- 
cipline ih 1896 also showed the following 
additions: Signing. petitions in favor of 
granting licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors, becoming bondsmen for persons en- 
gaged in such traffic, and renting property 
as a place in or on which to manufacture or 
sell intoxicating liquors.” So far as amuse- 
ments are concerned, the discipline con- 
tained no special prohibitions prior to 1872. 
The general rules were considered suffi- 
cient tests of membership. | 

| The Advocate clearly shows that the con- 
test now is between those who think that 
the general rules are sufficiently explicit and 
those who think that special mention of 
eertain forbidden things adds authority to 
the voice of the church. In the meanwhile 
it is not disputed that many members of 
the church do play cards and dance and 
go to the theater, justifying themselves un- 


der the general rules, and, as the Advocate | 
says, “as much as any may deplore the | 


facts, it is deplorable also that there is no 


record of the trial or punishment in any 


degree of any member of our church who 
has transgressed the specific réles as they 


ha ve stood in our discipline for nearly thirty 


years.” 

After carefully weighing the arguments 
on both sides, the Advocate says the choice 
lies the special prohibi- 
tions and “ retention of the special pro- 
hibitions and the abhorrent corpse of a law

of Co dor. Land was first sighted at 10 o'clock 
Saturday morning, April 30, and by daylight the 


‘vessels of the fleet were within five miles of the 


coast Une. It was a beautiful day, much the same 
as the following day, when the battle was fought. 
The sun came up out of a cloudiess sky and shone 
full of our ships, which were running so close to 
shore that frora land one might have almost made 
out who the people were on deck. That part of 
Luzon which was first sighted by our vessels is 
beautiful. The land rises gradually to a high 
range dt mountains in the interior, and during the 
entire year the whole country is a bright green. 
As soon aa 8 had gotten within four or five 
miles ot land the course was changed almost due 
south, and during the entire day the vessels of the 
fleet ran parallel to the coast, never at a distance 
of mate than ten miles, and often within two or 
miles of land. We watched the coast for 
signs @f habitation, but saw none until well along 
in the middle of the day, when we passed a light- 
house some twenty or thirty miles north of Subig

4 Ural éy’s information was that Montejo’s , 
fleet would found either in Subig Bay or in 


Manila Bay. Subig is forty miles to the north- 
ward of Co dor. It is a fine h r for ship- 
ping, and it was reported that the Spaniards had 
mounted some good guns at this place and that 
the tet might be there awaiting our arrival. 
During the morning thé Boston and Concord were 
sent ahead to reconnoiter and! give notice of the 
presence of the enemy’s vessels if they should be 
found anywhere along the coast. The Baltimore 
drew out of line early in the afternoon, when our 
vessels were jstill ten miles north of the entrance 
Subig Bay, and went ahead under full steam. It 
had been ordered to reconnoiter Subig Bay, going 
inside and making a careful search to see that 
none of the ememy’s vessels were concealed at 
that point. We saw it steam around the point of 
land which juts out into the sea at this point, and 
then all that was visible was the smoke from the 
funnels. We waited anxiously for the sound of 
guns to indi¢ate the enemy had been sighted, and 
at one time 4 number of the men on our ship were 
confident that they heard firing ¥Yrom that direc- 
tion. The Boston and Concord had lagged behind, 
le of the fleet were closing in on 
o Subig Bay, when the Baltimore

A boat was put 
over from the side of each of the vessels, and, fol- 
lowing the order from the flagship, all command- 
ing officers reported aboard the Olympia for a final 
consultation and order. The sea was as smooth as 
glass. There was scarcely,a ripple in the water, 
and there was never a more peaceful scene than 
that of our vessels lying off the coast of Luzon in 
the Bright sun of a spring afternoon. The com- 
manding officers were on board the Olympia for an 
hour; then the small boats = off from the side 
of the flagship, each commanding officer having re- 
ceived implicit instructions as to the course to 
followed from that time until our ships had passed 
the entrance to the bay. ;

entrance. Every man in the fleet had been called 
to quarters, and guns were manned ready for use 
should an alarm be fcilowed by shots from the 
fort. The. entrance to the bay is through two 
passes, one on either side of Corregidor, which 
controlled both. There were forts on Corregidor 
and on both of the mainiands, and it was thought 

robable the vesselé of Montejo’s fleet were lying 
behind the island supported by the land batteries 
tq receive our coming. Admiral Dewey had de- 
vided to run these forts in the darkness, taking 


chances on being discovered and being fired upon 


by the forts, and possibly receiving an attack from 


the Spanish ships. What was feared more than 


the forts, or even the mines which, it was reported, 
had been put In place across both passages, was the 


possible attack from torpedo boats, which could 


have slipped out from the shelter of Corregidor or 
Cr bello and, perhaps, could have torpedoed one of 
our vessels before the presence of the small boat 
would have been discovered. The closest watch 


‘was kept to avoid surprise. Every gun was 
‘manned and ammunition had been provided for all 


the guns. All who could be spared were on deck 


watching for the first sign of conflict, which we 


expected would shortly begin. 
— 


There were several incidents which we thought - 


at the time, and still believe, could not fail to be 
observed. if the watch kept at the various forts 
was of a character to correspond with our own 
ideas of precaution that should be taken if the 
ships of an enemy were known to be on their way 


to make an attack. The McCulloch had received 


poor coal at Hongkong, and this not only produced 
a great deal of smoke, but it had filled the funnel 
with soot, which caught fire'when we were within 
five miles of Corregider. The funnel of the Nan- 
shan also was on fire, but the blaze in each case 
was quickly extinguished. 

I was standing on the port side of the McCulloch 
looking off toward Corregidor, when one of the 


‘officers pointed ahead to where a light was flick- 


ering in the water. ‘This light was perhaps half a 
mile forward of the McCulloch when we first dis- 
covered it. It was low on the water, and it 
would dive down until it would disappear entirely, 
only to flash up the next second and shine upon the 
hulls of the vessels ahead of us in line. Our ships 
moved on without a stop. The officer that called 
my attention to it was of the opinion it was 4 
lighted buoy which had been placed in the channel 
by the Spaniards to mark the range and to enable 
them to pick up our vessels with their binoculars 
when they passed near it. The next few minutes 
was as anxious a time as we passed during the 
night. It required only a short time for our ship 
to come abreast of it, and then we made out it was 


1 a Hfebuoy ‘which had been dropped from one of 


the vessels ahead. These buoys are fitted with 
eans of a peculiar sort of powder, which takes fire 
whenever it touches the water. | 
By this thtme the Olympta had passed the forti- 
fications 4nd not a shot had been fired. Then 
from Corregidor we saw the flash ofa signal light,- 
evidently giving signal of our approach. This was 
repeated from the south mainland, but still no 
shot was fired. Our vessels moved slowly on, 
and in the moonlight they looked strangely large 
to us. From our position on the McCulloch we 
could see the sternlights of the six vessels ahead, 
but these were so screened that they could not 
be seen on shore until all the vessels had passed.

DR. COLLYER AT UNITY. 


PREACHES IN HIS OLD PULPIT TO 
MANY FORMER PARISHIONERS. 


His Theme Is the Growth of Liberal Re- 
ligious Thought and the Gradual 
Disappearance of — Intolerance— 

Urges Freedom from the Bondage 

of the Letter in Doctrine—Reminis- 
cences of His Ministry of Fifty-one 
Years Illustrate His Sermon, 


The Rev. Dr. Robert Collyer of New York 
occupied his old pulpit in Unity Church, 
Walton place and Dearborn avenue, yester- 
day morning. After the services he held an 
informal reception, which afforded hundreds. 
of his old parishioners an opportunity to ex- 
tend him a welcome. Among those who 
clasped his hand were many who listened to 
his preaching twenty years ago and not afew 
who could recall his first sermon in Chicago 
forty-one years ago. ! 

Dr. Collyer preached on the growth 
of liberal religious thought, 
gradual disappearance of 
of religius intolerance. He 
text from Judges XII., 8: Then 
said they unto him, say now shibboleth; and 
he said sibboleth, for he Gould not frame to 
pronounce it right. Then they took him and 
slew him.” 
_ ** So the grim story stands in the old chron- 
icles,” he said, to tell us of a day when sal- 
vation and damnation were made to turn on 
one mere aspirate, on one letter which was 
literally the letter that killeth. I have 
thought the story may point to the truth 
we may well lay to our hearts—that we shall 
stand free so far as we may from the bond- 

e af the letter which killeth and cleave to 
the spirit which giveth life, and so make 
good in both the words of the master, that 


truth, for he seeketh such to worship him.” 

Dr, Collyer indulged in a few reminiscences 
of his ministry of fifty-one years by way of 
illustrating the changes that had taken place 
in the religious world. Then he said: 
And these are instances of the truth I 
would touch, that shibboleth and sibbo-. 
leth are by no means what they were within 
my memory. The cleavage is closing slowly 
but surely, as this great century closes. 
know, as you know, that ‘shibboleth’ and 
*sibboleth’ sti have the power to work a 
great deal of mischief, but I love to believe 
that the spirit is slowly winning its way 
against the letter, and the essence against 
the accent. 

In other churches, I have those who are 
of my flesh and blood, or my own loving 
friends, and I cannot deny them my fellow- 
ship, or let shibboleth and sibboleth be 
the dark line of division between us. I be- 
lieved once in all sincerity as they do now, 
and can understand their hearts by my own, 
and I say that men and women as good and 
true as you are can belong to any church, 
Indeed, I am not sure I would have you other 
than you are in any case,”

ETHICS OF CRIMINAL ‘LAW.

Dr., E. d. Hirsch Urges Discarding Ma- 
chines in Penitentiaries and Tgach- 
ing Trades to Convicts. 


In his sermon on The Ethics of Crim- 
inal Law yesterday at Sina! Temple Dr. 
E. G. Hirsch argued that machines should 
be discarded in the workshops of penal in- 
stitutions, and trades in the old sense should. 
be taught to the convicts. 

“The convict returned to society with 
only such knowledge of work as he has ac- 
quired in the machine-run shop of the peni- 
tentlary,“ he said, cannot hepe to be re- 
admitted to the company of the union men. 
What is left for him to do?“ : 

Discussing the responsibilities of society 
Dr. Hirsch said: “In the last analysis it 


without contributory guilt on the part of 
society. Social surroundings are ultimate- 
ly, in their imperfection, the provocation. 
With betterment predisposition to 
erime will decrease. To return to society 
the weak member or the unworthy brother 
cured of his evil tendencies and recast into 
usefulness and respectability is the occupa- 
tion of modern penologists. Our criminal 
laws and penal institutions should be reor- 
‘ganized with a view of accomplishing this 
result. 

But when tested by this purpose I am 
afraid our laws and institutions will be 
found wofully deficient. To a great extent 
all our provisions for punishing crime rest 
on the theory that compensation for crime 
shall be wrought. A change for the better 
is marked by the law providing for inde- 
terminate sentences. This. recognizes the 
individual distinctions. But along these 
lines we must progress. Separation of crim- 
inal from criminal must be rendered possi- 
ble. Our country jails are high schools for 
criminals. In other countries a distinction 
is made between penitentiary and simple 
imprisonment, with occupation at some use- 
ful trade. For the first offense almost in- 
variably simple reformatory imprisonment 
is provided. 

We are still in the state of unmitigated 
barbarism in our attitude toward those who 
have done time.“ Instead of helping them 
to carry out good resolutions formed in con- 
finement we hound them to death and drive 
them back to their evil ways. We make 
them feel that the, hand of everybody is 
against them, and we need not wonder that 
they raise their hands against everybody. 
The organization of labor renders this part 
of the reformatory machinery exceedingiy 
difficult.’’

minated in the treaty of San Stefano and 
in the Congress of Berlin. 

That Nicholas should have issued a sum- 
mons to his nobles at the present juncture is 


necessarily regarded as somewhat ominous, . 


and while there are some who regard it as 
indicating the inauguration of a war against. 
Turkey, there are others who believe that 
the Czar proposes to appeal to his Boyards 
to assist him in restraining the overwhelm- 
ing popular sentiment in Russia in favor of 
decisive action against the Sublime Porte. 

That the object discussed by the Czar with 
his nobles has some relation to Turkey, 
rather than to England or to Japan, is indi- 
cated by the fact that M. Sinowjow, the 
Muscovite Ambassador at Constantinople, 
has been suddenly summoned from Stam- 
boul to meet and confer with his sovereign 
at Moscow. 
‘ The Ambassador, who is recognized both 
at home and abroad as the cleverest diplo- 
mat in the service of Russia, has found him-. 
self unable to achieve any of the objects 
which he has endeavored to attain since he 
has been accredited to the Sultan. One of 
his chief aims was to obtain such conces- 
sions from the Porte as would warrant the 
Czar in denouncing that particular clause of 
the treaty of Turkey with the 
great powers — forbids the 
passage of warships through the 
Dardanelles Straits without the previous 
permission of the Sultan and limiting the 
number of such permissions to so many in 
the year. 


Russia,.and has been a source of humilia- 
tion to her ever since the Crimean War, as 
it has the effect of closing the Black Sea 
ports, arsenals, and docks to her Mediter- 
ranean squadron. : { 

There is little doubt but what England 
would consent to the repeal of this restrict- 
atory clause in return for Russia’s refusal 
to make any trouble for her during the 
south African war, while France as Russia's 
ally would likewise consent, the only of 
jection coming from Berlin and from Vienn- 
It is Emperor William who is credited dt 
St. Petersburg and in London with having 
induced the Sultan to turn a deaf ear to all 
Russia's demands in the matter. : 

Then, too, the Ambassador has failed to 
get the Sultan either to rescind the con- 
cessions granted to German capitalists for 
railroads in Asia-Minor and to the Persian 
Gulf or to obtain any compensation. 

Finally he has been unable to extort any 
of the money still owing to Russia by the 
Porte on account of the war indemnity of 
1877, which has remained unpaid ever since 
the treaty of Berlin.

The Russians have now come to the con- 
clusion that there is nothing to be done with 
the Sultan by means of diplomacy or by 
threats, especially since he believes that he 
has Germany at his back, a belief to which 
a certain amount of color is lent by the fact 
that the Krupps are going on supplying all 
the costly heavy ordnance with which the 
Turkish forts — the Straits of 
the Dardanelles are armed. 

On the other hand it may be doubted 
whether Russia is at the present moment 
in a financial position sufficiently strong to 
warrant her embarkation upon a war that 


eannot fail to prove costly in the extreme 


and to disorganize her finances at a moment 
when every penny is required for industrial 
and commercial development. 

One thing at any rate is certain. The ac- 
tion of the Czar in summoning his nobles 
to meet him in council at Moscow ts of grave 
portent, and there is not a Cabinet in Europe 
at the present moment which is not looking 
in the direction of Moscow with profound 
interest and a certain amount of appre- 
hension, not knowing whether the meeting 
may result in a European war. ä

mention that there is a prospect of Grand 
Duke Alexander Michelaewitch, brother-in- 
law of the Czar, who visited the United 
States at the time of the Columbian cele- 
bration as an officer on board one of the 
ships constituting the Muscovite squadron, 
being appointed Governor General of Mos- 
cow, in the place of Grand Duke Sergius, 
who in that event would be transferred :to 
St. Petersburg and invested with some high 
office there.
